ALOT of credit goes to our Agricultural Colleges and 


Experiment Stations where men spend their lives 


working out improved methods of breeding and feeding. 
For example, E. F. Ferrin, head of the swine division 
of the University of Minnesota, recently ran a feeding 
test with seven lots of pigs. He found that too small an 
amount of protein in the ration produces more runts, 
slower gains and- less profit. 


All pigs in the test started at an average weight of 


50 pounds and were self-fed without 
pasture for 14 weeks. All seven lots re- 
ceived the same kind of protein supple- 
ment which was tankage and 
soybean meal in equal :parts 
with 10 % alfalfa meal to sup- 
ply adequate amounts of B 
vitamins. Some lots got a 


E. F. Fa-rin 
high-protein ration (18% of 


the total feed); others were cut down to 15 To 
and 12 % protein. As pigs get heavier, they 
need less protein, so in some lots the amount 
of protein was reduced as they gained in weight. 


The best results came from an IS % protein 


ration until the pigs reached 100 pounds, and 
15 To protein after that weight. The hogs on 
low-protein rations made smaller gains and* 
were more uneven in individual weights when 
the test ended. By just such careful experi- 
ments, the "know-bow" of hog raising has 
reached its present efficiency.

Factors Listed as 
Cause of Shortage 


"So far as civilians are con- 


cerned, the next j.ew months wil 
see the tightest food situation ex- 
perienced during the wai period, 
declares L. J. Norton, acting heac 
of the department of agncultural 
economics, University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture 


Norton lists thiee factois as 


responsible: 


First, less food is being pro- 


duced. Poik supplies have been 
drastically reduced because of the 
sharp cut in the 194.4. pig crop. 
Also poultry flocks are i educed 
and so there are fewer eggs. 


Second, the armed services are 


buying vast quantities of food of 
many kinds. 
Their problem is 


growing, as more and more pris- 
oners have to be fed and as our 
armies overrun increasing areas 
where people must be fed for- se- 
curity reasons. 
Military buying 


centers at points in the marketing 
process where laige quantities aie 
obtainable as, for example, at the 
plants of inspected meat pack- 
ers. 
This leaves less food avail- 


able for 
distribution 
through 


commercial channels. 


Third, because of shoitage of 


supplies in regiuar channels, all 
sorts of irregular channels are" 
developing to 
more 
foodstuffs. 


Some of these are undoubtedly 
strictly legal, whereas others may- 
involve "black 
market" 
opera- 


tions. "Whichever they are, they 
tend to reduce supplies in regu- 
lar market channels and make it 
necessary for the armed services 
to take increasing percentages of 
food available there. 


The basic difficulty is. accord- 


ing to Norton, that supplies1'are 
short in relation to the tremen- 
dous demands. 
He expects this 


situation to get more acute be- 
fore it gets easier. 


"If people would 
understand 


that there is basic scarcity in re- 
lation to demand for many foods 
and that the immediate cause is 
huge military purchases deemed 
to be necessary by the icsponsi- 
ble authorities, we would meet 
this situation with less confusion.'' 
Norton pointed out. 


"If food moves overseas it can- 


not be consumed here. No one 
in this country is going to suffer 
for lack of food, and if everyonr 
would realize that if they get 
more than their "hare someon^ 
else will get less and the military 
procurement programs 
may be 


handicapped, the situation ivoulti 
be improved." he concluded.

in Cream Can Be 
Greatly Reduced 


Bad flavor causes a lot of milk 


and cieam to be rejected on the 
market every day during the pas- 
ture season. 
With proper care 


much of it can b' prevented, says

dairy husbandry, University 01 
Illinois College of Agricultuie. 


Bad flavor and odors make milk 


unpalatable and therefore unsal- 
able, he points out. The cause is 
traceable to pasture conditions 
Theie are two types ol olf-flavoi 
milk and cream due to pasture 
causes. 
One is ^.ound in ireshly 


dran milk; the other is not im- 
mediate but comes as •a' result of 
oxidization. '-Inch develops more 
slowly. 
Weeds and other plants, 


due to their low carotene con- 
tent, are the cause of much ol 
the trouble. 


1'oor Feed Listed 


The oxidized flavor is tallowy 


01 papery and is due to exposure 
to the air and to low ca'-otene 
content ol freshly drawn milk— 
lo\\ because.of poor feed, Alexan- 
der 
says. 
Investigation 
shows 


that the color and flavor of milk 
and cieam' 
which 
are freshly 


diawn is a positive sign oi flavor 
and palatabihty. "The higher the 
color, colostrum milk excepted. 
the more desaable

These same -nvestigations show 
a marked negative comparison 
between yellow color and loss of 
flavor duung storage. This yel- 
low color is due more to leed 
than anything else." he points out.
